ATMOSPHERICS 

THE FIRST FORMAL CABINET MEETING OF THE NEW GOVERNMENT 
SIGNALLED THE BEGINNING OF THE END OF THE SUMMER DOLDRUMS 
FOR AUSTRALIA AS PRIME MINISTER FRASER BEGAN THE TASK OF 
IMPLEMENTING HIS ELECTION PROGRAMS. VISITS BY THREE CODELS 
FOCUSSED MUCH OF THE MEDIA SPOTLIGHT ON THE INDIAN OCEAN, 
DIEGO GARCIA AND THE FUTURE USE OF THE AUSTRALIAN NAVAL BASE 
AT COCKBURN SOUND IN WESTERN AUSTRALIA BY U.S. NAVAL SHIPS. 
ALMOST TO THE EXCLUSION OF OTHER TOPICS, THE CONGRESSIONAL 
DELEGATIONS PROMPTED COPY ON THE ROLE OF THE INDIAN OCEAN 
AND THE AUSTRALIAN ATTITUDES TOWARD THE AMERICAN PRESENCE 
THERE. HOWEVER, THE MEDIA STILL FOUND TIME FOR 
CONSIDERABLE ATTENTION TO THE DEATH OF CHOU EN-LAI, 
PORTUGUESE TIMOR AND ANGOLA. INDONESIA IS STILL TAKING 
ITS LUMPS FROM THE MEDIA OVER TIMOR, PARTICULARLY WITH THE 
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REPORTS OF THE VISIT THERE BY INDONESIAN FOREIGN MINISTER 
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ADAM MALIK AND THE U.N. REPRESENTATIVE. INDONESIA'S 
REFUSAL TO PERMIT TWO AUSTRALIAN JOURNALISTS, BOTH OF WHOM 
REPORTED EXTENSIVELY ON TIMOR, TO RE-ENTER INDONESIA, ADDED 
TO THE NEGATIVE PICTURE. 

AN ISSUE OF SPORADIC ATTENTION BY THE AUSTRALIAN PRESS, 

SPARKED BY THE VISIT OF THE CODELS, WAS THE REPORTED 
APPOINTMENT OF JAMES HARGROVE AS THE NEW AMERICAN AMBASSADOR. 
THE BULLETIN, AND COUNTRY'S LARGEST WEEKLY NEWS MAGAZINE, 
CARRIED A SCATHING COLUMN ACCUSING THE U.S. OF "INDIFFERENCE" 
TOWARD AUSTRALIA, WITH THE APPOINTMENT OF A POLITICAL 
AMBASSADOR TO REPLACE A CAREER DIPLOMAT. 

PROGRAM: 

IN SUCCESSIVE WAVES, THREE CODELS HIT AUSTRALIA WITHIN EIGHT 
DAYS AND GENERATED CONSIDERABLE ACTIVITY ON BOTH 
SIDES, AND RESULTED IN THE ANNOUNCEMENT OF A POLICY SHIFT ON 
THE PART OF THE GOA CONCERNING THE INDIAN OCEAN, DIEGO 
GARCIA AND PERMISSION BY NUCLEAR POWERED VESSELS TO VISIT 
AUSTRALIA. DIEGO GARCIA, THE INDIAN OCEAN AND AUSTRALIA’S 
DEFENSE POSTURE BECAME A MAJOR ISSUE AS A RESULT OF A PRESS 
CONFERENCE HELD BY CODEL HOLLINGS IN CANBERRA. THE GOA 
FOLLOWED UP WITH A STATEMENT IN SUPPORT OF THE AMERICAN 
POSITION BY THE MINISTRY OF FOREIGN AFFAIRS, AND SEVERAL DAYS 
LATER, THE MINISTER OF DEFENSE ANNOUNCED THE AVAILABILITY 
OF THE STILL UNDER CONSTRUCTION COCKBURN SOUND NAVAL BASE 
IN WESTERN AUSTRALIA FOR U.S. WARSHIPS. SENATOR HOLLINGS ALSO 
GAVE EXCLUSIVE TV INTERVIEWS IN CANBERRA AND SYDNEY. CODEL 
ADDABBO HELD A BRIEF PRESS CONFERENCE IN CANBERRA, COVERING 
MUCH OF THE SAME GROUND AS DID THE SENATORS.
